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South Carolina, whence they made the perilous journey, by water, to “New Spain”, landing near the mouth 
of Cole’s Creek, in which neighborhood they took up residence. Soon they were holding religious meetings 
in the private dwellings, public Protestant services being unlawful in that Catholic country. Neighbours 
soon joined and among the converts were Stephen de Alva, a Spaniard, and William Hamberlin who be- 
came ardent co-workers with Richard Curtis. This conversion of a Spaniard followed by Curtis per- 
forming the marriage ceremony uniting David Greenleat and a daughter of John Jones, a rite heretofore 
performed only by a priest, led to the expulsion of the three men from the country. Threatened with 
being arrested and sent to work in the silver mines in Mexico, they made their escape in August 1795, 
going to South Carolina. There they lived until the evacuation of the territory by the Spaniards in 

March 1798. On learning this good news the three men immediately return to join their families after 

a separation of nearly three years. (Miss. Bpts. 7,8,9,176-182) 


DEVALL. Richard Devall came to British West Florida about 1776 with a party of young men from 
Liverpool. He settled in the Natchez Country, acquiring much land between Little Gulf and the mouth 
of Cole’s Creek. He was twice married. Wis first wife, Elizabeth, was living 26 Oct. 1786. By her he 
had two sons. Before 1800, he married Edith, daughter of Elnathan Smith (q.v.) and widow of John 
Buhler, of Baton Rouge. Moving to Baton Rouge, he became a large landholder there, the central part 
of the city being, at one time, called “Devall Town”. He died in 1823. His widow died Feb. 26, 1826. 
By this 2nd marriage there were 6 sons and 2 daughters. (Natchez Rec.; La. 29-289)

Jean Girault went 
to the Illinois and two days after Gen. Ceorge Rogers Clark captured the island of Kaskaskia he offered 
his services and was accepted as interpreter. ‘That was July 4, 1778, Jean Girault had a classic educa- 
tion. He served five years, part of the time as State’s Atlorney in Dlinois under ‘odd. He also served 
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his account of the heart-breaking voyage with his favaily irom New England, Captain Mathew 
Phelps tells of having to take his wife ashore after passing the Natchez Ivnding on their way to Bayou 
Pierre, because of her illness, and that she died at the hous « { Philip Aiston neor Petit Gulf, 14 Oct. 
1776. (C11i0) This place, 200 acres, below Petit Gulf, Philip Alston bad bought from Philip Barbour 
on Oct. 19, i775. (Nat. Rec.) On 6 Nov. of that year, poth Philip Alstor. and his brother, John, with a 
long list of Uchers, oetitioned the West Florida Council for lands, Philip asking for 1100 acres and John 
for 850 acres. Both received warrants as requested but no locations were designated. (E (24) W Fla) 
However, a British grani was issued to John Aiston for 450 acres southeast of Natchez, 16 June 1777, 
which was surveyed in January of that year, and may have been part of the above warrant. (MPA-ED 
218) Philip Alston is said to have moved from Wake Co., N.C. to the Natchez District about 1772. 
(Finley 20) On July 10, i771, there was filed for record in the Court of Anson Co., N.C. the transfer 
by Philip Alston and Mildred, his wife, of their interest in Jpnds in that county inherited from her father, 
John MeCoy. (McB 60,69.) Tie records ao noi show that Philip Alston ever lived in Anson County, but 
it is aot irxaprobable that ae came to the Natchez District with Anthony Hutchins from that section. Jonn 
nd Philip Alston were armong the Loyalists who participated in the Natchez insurrection early in 1781. 
Goo’speed also included another brother, George Alston, a confirmation of which may be in the following 
excerpt from the Miss. Prov. Arch., Spanish Dominion, “Blommart and Farmer stayed at the house of 
John Alston, John Alston and his brothers being accomplices” (in the 1: urrection). After the rebeilion, 


George Alston, with others was sent in irons to New Orleans, icin Alsion took refuge in the Chittimache 
Nation of Indians in southern Louisiana where he was later captures © nisip Alston escaped *o the 
Cumberland settlement around Nashville. (Gd1 71,75) Philip Aston’s aily soon joined him, as shown 
oy the records of the Mero District, Mildcec: Alston, Frankey and Jaa Sruimpoole being witnesses in 
a case against Josiua Howard, also from the Natchez Dist: ict, $ Oat.

BAIRD. Margaret Baird, (see Stampley) 


BINGAMAN. John Bingeman and his family were early setiiers in the Shenandoah Valley on North River, 
(the north fork of the Shenandoah River), in what was then aimost limitless Augusta County, Virginia. 
On 3 July 1755, their home near the “Fairfax Line”, which now separates jhenandoah and Rockingham 
Counties, was raided by Indians. John Bingeman and his wife were killed, as was Adam Bingaman who 
was probably their son. (Chalk. II 507-510, Preston Papers, Wis. Hist. Soc.) At this same period, a 
little farther up the river, the house of another member of this family was attacked, near the site of 
New Market, Shenandoah Co., Va., Bingeman, the father of the family, defending his househoid and kill- 
_ag two of the Indians. However, his wife, a son and a daughter were wounded and his nephew, Lewis 
Sinteman, was carried off a captive and spent the rest of his life with the indians. (Chalk. II 510, Shen. 
Wa, 63) This last undoubtedly was Christian Bingaman and the skirmish with the Indians may have 
grown, as Dr. Sydnor declares, with frequent vecountings by the time ihe Bingamans had reached the 
Natchez District, but the two accounts above verify the episode and its main features. (Sydnor 45) In 
Sugusta County Court, 19 May 1756, John Bingeman was appoinied the admr. of the estate of his father, 
John Bingeman, with Jacob Nicholas and Henry Seller as Doucsmen. On 16 February 1763, John Binge- 
mar presented to the court an account of the settlement of iis father’s estate, having made payments to 
Mathias Carsh (Kersh), Wm. Leppard, Nicholas Keys, Conrad Bloss, and Henry and Christian Bingaman.

THE ALSTON—PIRRIE—BOWMAN—MATTHEWS 
FAMILIES 


THE first Alston of the English branch that settled in the Feli- 

cianas, to come to America was John Alston, who married Mary _ 
Clark, daughter of John Clark and Mary Palin. His son, Solo- 
mon Alston, married Anne, nicknamed Nancy Hinton, daughter 


of Colonel John Hinton of Ghowan, in the colony of Carolina, | 


Their son, John Alston, born in Carolina on the 18th of April, 
1733, like his father and grandfather, was a loyal English subject 


and proud of his patrician ancestry and his distinguished fore-~ 
bears. His life was a succession of hazardous adventures, and — 


his stately figure of over six feet four inches, made his great 
courage fully appreciated by his antagonists. After coming to 
Louisiana he married Elizabeth Hynes, a member of the family 
for whom Hynes county was named, and became the father of 


five children. At the time that the dissatisfied colonists were 


bringing their grievances to a point where rebellion was manifest 


and their attitude towards the rule of King George III was plain, © 


John Alston made no attempt to hide the fact that he was a Tory, 


_and not in sympathy with the revolutionary spirit sweeping the 


colonies. In 1770, disposing of his property, with his wife and 
their four children, he abandoned Carolina, and like many other 
loyal English subjects, came South to the Natchez Country of 
west Florida still under the British Flag. He bought a planta- 
tion near Natchez and being wealthy, had a comfortable home 
built called “a Grange’. He engaged tutors for his children, 
and lived as he had done in Carolina on his father’s plantation.

» A number of British subjects who were connected with the 
s ffair Made an attempt to reach the closest English post located 
the Savanna River. Determining to remain with his two old- 
St Sons and see what the outcome would be, John Alston sent his 
wile and three youngest children well supplied with necessities 
the journey, and a number of trustworthy slaves on an over- 
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land trip to this English settlement on the Savanna River. When 
out but two days Mrs. Alston who was on horseback, was critically 
injured when the horse on which she was mounted slipped, and 
in falling Mrs. Alston fractured several of her ribs. She devel- 
oped complications, dying in a few weeks, after her children and 
faithful slaves had brought her back to the plantation where all 
that lay in their power had been done to ease her suffering. 


Learning of his wife’s death, John Alston and his sons, Wil- 
liam and Lewis, made an attempt to escape. The sons succeeded, 
but John Alston was not so fortunate. He was found guilty and 
condemned to imprisonment in Moro Castle, Cuba, for life. 


A faithful slave who had taken care of Mrs. Alston since 
birth, having been a house slave in her parents home, “Mammy 
Pratt”, she was called, was again to show her devotion. In the 
hour of need she became the protector of her dead mistress’ lit- 
tle children. Realizing that he might be retaken any moment 
while he was in hiding in an Indian settlement, John Alston had 
visited his friend, Dr. Farra, whose plantation in the vicinity of 
False River on the west bank of the Mississippi River, was not 
far from the Indian settlement. He had asked his friend to aid 
in protecting his children. In the swamp where faithful Mammy 
Pratt concealed her charges was a little cabin with but one room, 
here all of them lived an entire year, and on the scanty meals that 
the old slave could obtain from neighboring plantations. The 
oldest child, Solomon, who was twelve years of age, fished and 
hunted, and in this manner they managed to survive. 


Alexander Stirling, a young Scotchman from far Augushire, 
North Britain, who was plantation manager for Dr. Farra, be- 
came a devoted friend of the children, sympathizing with them 
in their plight. He fell in love with Ann, and she with him, and 
on the 26th of May, 1784, they were married, and in later years 
settled in Feliciana on Rio Feliciana at a place known as Mur- 
dock’s Ford, called at present Thompson’s Creek. Alexander 
Stirling, of good parentage, opened a small store, and his genial 
manner won for him customers from far and near, with the result 
that he soon became independent, and both soon were able to take 
their rightful places socially in the community. Both of John 
Alston’s sons, now grown a little older, had been pardoned owing 
to their ages. They were allowed to return to the place of their 
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birth, here in the Tunica section, where they laid out plantations, 
later becoming successful planters. 

In the winter of 1793, the future William IV of England, 
while visiting Cuba learned that in damp and dismal dungeons of 
Moro Castle in Havana, Cuba, were imprisoned English subjects 
under sentence of death. He pleaded for their release, and as a 
result of his intercession, John Alston was released under the 
promise that he never again would enter Spanish territory. 


A reward of $5,000.00 was offered for any one finding him in 
the Spanish Possessions, and, as a final chapter in the life of this 
loyal Englishman, hearing that his children were in want, and 
suffering, John Alston surprised Governor Galvez by a visit, at 
which time he told his Majesty’s representative that he had come 
to claim the reward, and was ready to give himself up, wishing 
the money for his children whom he understood were destitute. 
The Spanish Governor overcome by the love of this father for his 
children, gave him an absolute pardon, requiring only that he 
never again bear arms against Spain or her possessions. John 
Alston remained true to his word, for up until his death in Louis- 
jana in 1802, he never again made any attempt to oppose the Dons. 
He found his daughter Ann happily married and a mother, and 
also learned that Lucretia was in a convent in New Orleans being 
educated. Then he found William and Lewis on their plantations 
on Tunica Bayou doing well. Finally he got back some of his 
old slaves, and by unending energy again rose to be wealthy, own- 
ing large tracts of valuable plantation and timber land at his 
death. 

The children of John Alston and his wife Elizabeth Hynes, 
whom he married in 1761 were: (a) William Alston, whose wife 
was Mildred Wells, a native of Rapides Parish, Louisiana. (b) 
Louis Alston, who married Mary Anna Gray, who died childless; 
for his second wife, he took Rebecca Kendall, who bore him four 
children. (1) Isaac Alston, who remained single. (2) Louis 
Alston, whose wife was Lydia Adams, who had one son that set- 
tled in Pointe Coupee, La. (8) Anna Maria, who married Abra- 
ham Gray. Their children were: Charlotte, who married John 
Baker; James, who married Sarah Dohety; Ruffin, who married 
Lucy Davis; Elisabeth Alston married Arthur Adams, no issue; 
Anna Alston married Alexander Stirling and became the mother 
of nine children. (4) Solomon Alston remained single. (5)

Lucy Alston, christened Lucretia, was born at her father’s plan- 
tation in Homochito, Miss., in 1772, and died in 1833; her first 
husband being Ruffin Gray for whom Oakley plantation was laid 
out and its manor built. Ruffin Gray later returning to Homo- 
chito because of illness, and died shortly afterwards. His widow 
later on married James Pirrie, a member of a distinguished patri- 
cian Scotch family. He having been an alcalde, under the Span- 
ish Rule and living in Feliciana at the time of his marriage. He 
was born in 1769, and died on March 7th, 1824. 

The children of Lucy Alston by her marriage to Ruffin Gray 
were four in number: (1) Elisabeth, who died in infancy; (2) 
Ruffin, who died in infancy; (3) -Mary Ann. Of the children 
by her second marriage, there were three in number, two of them 


' dying in infancy. Eliza, who was born on October 6th, 1805, 


became a great beauty and social celebrity, on account of her 
vivaciousness, rare wit, charm of manner and wealth. 


Mary Ann, sister of Eliza, first married Jedidah Smith, a 
native of Adams County, Mississippi, issue: Catherine and Sarah. 
Her second husband was Dr. Ira’ Smith, no issue from this mar- 
riage. Beautiful Eliza Pirrie became a bride on three occasions: 
her first husband being the handsome and wealthy young Robert 
Hilliard Barrow of magnificent Greenwood Plantation, undoubt- 
edly having the most beautiful Greek Revival type of plantation 
manor in the state of Louisiana. Issue: Robert Hilliard Barrow 
II, born after his father’s death, who married Mary E. Barrow, 
daughter of David Barrow, builder of Afton Villa. Nine children 
blessed this union, Rosale Plantation a bridal gift of David Bar- 
row, was one of the fine plantation homes in Feliciana, it being 
destroyed by fire in 1880. 

The children of Robert H. Barrow who survived infancy are: 
Charles Barrow, Sarah Barrow, Eliza Barrow, Bennet Barrow, 
Robert Barrow, Isabelle Barrow, and Samuel Barrow. Eliza 
Pirrie Barrow, later married Reverend William Robert Bowman, 
who was a rector of Grace Episcopal Church at St. Francisville, 
La. He was a native of Brownsville, Penn., and was born Dec. 
7th, 1800, and died Aug. 30th, 1835. Issue of this marriage were 
two children, Isabelle Bowman, who became the wife of William 
Wilson Matthews; issue of this marriage were six children: 1st 
Robert Bowman Matthews; 2nd, Cora Slocum Matthews; 3rd, 
Lucy Pirrie Matthews; 4th, Ida G. Matthews; 5th, Leonard Fin- 
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lay Matthews; 6th, William Wilson Matthews. James Pirrie 
Bowman, son of Eliza Pirrie and Rev. Bowman, who married 
Sarah Turnbull, daughter of the builder of the beautiful planta- 
tion home on Rosedown Plantation near St. Francisville, La. Ten 
children were the issue of this marriage, all of them born in the 
old mansion. 

They are Martha Bowman, (2) Eliza Bowman; (3) Sarah 
Bowman; (4) Anna Bowman; (5) Daniel Bowman; (6) Mayme 
Bowman; (7) Minna Bowman; (8) James Bowman; (9) Carrie 
Bowman; (10) Belle Bowman. Eliza Pirrie’s third husband was 
Henry E. Lyons of Philadelphia, Pa., which occurred five years 
after the death of Rev. Bowman; issue of this marriage, (1) Lucy 
Lyons; (2) Cora Lyons, who became the wife of Captain Richard 
Floyd; (3) Eliza Lyons, who died in infancy. 

The memory of Eliza Pirrie Barrow Bowman Lyons lingers 
in the beautiful Feliciana country, like a tuneful melody which 
never fails to evoke recollections of a pleasant nature when heard. 
So thoroughly has her history been interwoven with the history 
of the plantations of this area, that it is a hard matter to write 
‘about the one without including the other. Under the circum- 
stances it seemed but fitting that when she died on April the 20th, 
1851, that she should be laid to rest beside her husband the Rev. 
William Robert Bowman in a grave close to that of some of her 
own, in the little cemetery on Beechwood plantation in Feliciana, 
which country she loved, and where she was loved so dearly. 

When one visits Verona, Italy, one unconsciously thinks of 
Juliet. So too, when Louisianians visit the Felicianas, their 
thoughts wander to Eliza Pirrie. Not to the gracious matron, 
but to the Eliza that Audubon knew, and of whom he wrote in 
his diary “My beautiful Miss Pirrie of Oakley”. The beautiful 


vivacious girl whom all idolized.

NOTE: Since I descended from Thomas Symons, and since Groves, in his 
ALSTON GENEALOGY, stated that Elizabeth Chancy, first wife of Joseph 
John Alston, was a granddaughter of Jeremiah Symons, brother to my 

Thomas Symons, I undertook research into the matter. The following pages 
are the result. Editor, : 


J. A. Groves, in his book, THB ALSTONS AND ALLSTONS OF NORTE AND SOUTH 
CAROLINA (pub, 1901), stated that John Alston of Chowan Co., N.C. (d. 
c1758) was identical with the John Alston who was baptized at Felmere 
sham, Bedfordshire, England, in 1673. No actual proof was given, but 
since the John baptized 1673 was near the same age as the John of N. C., 

. the two have been considered to have been one and the same. IHlowever, 
many genealogists and Alston descendants have been reluctant to accept 
the John of Felmersham, England, as being identical with the John Alston 
who was founder of the family in North Carolina. Unless conclusive doc- 
umentary proof is found, either in England or America, the North Caro- 
lina Alstons and Alston desc2ndants should not claim the Redforshire, 
England, Alstons as their ancestors. 


J. R. B. Hathaway, in his NORTH CAROLINA HISTORICAL AND GENEALOGICAL 
REGISTER (April 1900 issue, Vol. I, No. 2, p. 163 - note at bottom of 
page), stated: "John Alston first appears in Chowan:Precinct in 1714, 

ae He probably came with his wife from Surry County, Va.....Wife Mary was 
Mary Clark before her martiage...."" Again, no proof is given. The 
1704 Rent Roll‘of Virginia, which included Surry Co. (but did not in- 
clude counties of Lancaster, Northumberland, Richmond, Stafford, and 
Westmoreland), listed no Alstons. A Thos. Allstin lcft a will, 1762, 
in Surry Co,., Vae, and a Mary Allstin left a will there in 1776, Pere 
haps these wills lead Hathaway to conclude that John Alston of N.C. 
was also from Surry Cow, Vae 


W. Thomas Smith, in FAMILY TREE BOOK (pub. c1922), stated: "Col. John 
Alston who married Mary Clark is said to have been a cousin pf the John, 
Allston of South Carolina, Whether he and‘Mary Clark ‘were. married. Las 32

Thus we really know practically nothing about John Alston before he 
settled in Ne C. shortly before 1717, for in that year he is listed 
with 200 acres and 2 polls (blacks and whites were not separated on 

the 1717 tax list of Chowan Co., N. C.). Incidentally, the 1717 tax 
list also listed Thos. Clark with 1500 acres & 2 polls; Rebecca Clark 
with 100 acres & 1 poll. Solomon Alston is the first son of John to 
appear on record (he conveyed land in Chowan 1727) and since Solomon 

was the first to be named in his father's will in 178, it may be 
assumed that Solomon was the eldest son. Say Solomon was aged any- 
where between 16 and 21 by 1727, then he was born between 1706 and 
1711. I'd say his parents, John Alston and Mary Clark were married 
closer to 1710 than to 1700 - which makes the John b. 1673 in England 

a little old to be the John of N. C., but, of course, does not exclude 
John of England, entirely. The date and place of birth of John Alston 
is not known; the place and date of his marriage is also unknown, as 

is the exact year he settled in N. C. Neither do we know when or where 
his wife, Mary Clark, was born, and even her name is based on tradition. 


Groves, however, stated without question, that Mary Clark was daughter 
of John Clark and wife Mary Palin; that Mary Palin was daughter of the 
John Palin who died 16 Aug. 1737, granddaughter of Henry Palin Jr. who 
died 30 Jan. 1699, and great-granddaughter of Henry Palin Sr., who wit- 
nessed the will of the foregoing John Clarke in 1689. In Groves’ words: 
" ,,the tradition that has been carefully and minutely transmitted, 
‘that his wife [John Alston's wife Mary Clark. - Editor] was left an or- 
phan, and an only child, living at her home, constantly attended by a 
faithful old negro woman, who had nursed her in infancy, and continued 
to wait upon and serve her until her marriage’eseeee This researcher 
has proven that Mary Clark, wife of John Alston, was not a daughter 

of John & Mary (Palin) Clark: 


The will of John Clarke was dated 30 May 1689, and probated 27 July, 
probably same year (Grimes, Pe 73). He named his wife Mary, daughter 
Mary, and made provisions "in case my lawfull wife Mary Clark should 
prove with child by mee..." Also gave instructions in case his daugh- 
ter Mary died before age of eighteen. Incidentally, Mary Palin was a 
daughter of Henry Palin, Sr., and not a great-granddaughter as Groves 
Stated. No further record of Mary (Palin) Clarke's daughter Mary has 
been found; it is presumed that she died young. Neither is there any 
record of a second child being born to John & Mary (Palin) Clarke. 


Mary (Palin) Clark(e), widow of John Clark(e), remained a widow for 
twenty years, more or less, marrying in 1709/10 to a Quaker minister, 
Joseph Glaister (ENCY. OF AMERICAN QUAKER GINEALOGY, Vol. IT, pe 140 - 
by Wm Wade Hinshaw, 1936), as recorded by Pasquotank Monthly Mecting, 
Pasquotank Co., N. C. These same Quaker records show that Mary, wife 
of Joseph Glaister, died 5 of 6 Mo. 1740, aged 74 (Hinshaw gave her 

age as 47, a typographical error, original records gave her age as 74).

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Thus Mary (Palin) Clarke Glaister was born in or near the year 1666, 
land aged about 23 when her first husband, Jolin Clarke, died, and about 
43/4 when she married Joseph Glaister (he was born 1673 and dicd 1718 
- Winshaw Vol. I, pe 99> Mary had two daughters by Joseph Glaister, 
Ruth who married c1729 Stephen Scott, and Sarah who married cl728/9 
Wike Hunnicutt (Pasquotank Mo. Mtgede 


Mary (Palin) Clarke Glaister left a will dated 9 of 4 Mo. (June) 1740, 
and probated October 1740, She meticulously made bequests to numerous 
friends, many Palin relatives, but named only two children, her daugh- 
ters Ruth and Sarah. (Original will in the Archives.) Needless to 
say, no Alstons were na-ed, yet this Mary was, according to Groves, the 
grandmother to all of John Alston's childrens Groves further stated 
that the Mary Clark who was widow of the John Clark (who d. c1689) was 
joint-administratrix upon the estate of Mary Glaister in 1740 = when, 
in reality, the two Marys were onc and the same person, Mary Glaister 
in her will, 1740, did name as executors (executrixes) her two cousins, 
Sarah Palin and Mary Clark, however, this Mary Clark was named,as cousin 
earlier in the will, and her full name was Mary Clark Palins This will 
should be ample proof that Mary Clark, wife of John Alston, was not a 
daughter of John & Mary (Palin) Clarke. Recall that Mary Clark who 
married John Alston had a mother who died and left her daughter to be 
reared by a Negro slave! Mary (Palin) Clarke Glaister died aged 74% 
(There was a Phillip Clarke in Surry Co., Vase, 1669; if the Alstons 

and Clarks did come from Sucry Coe, Va., possibly this Phillip Clarke 
is related and could account for the name Phillip in the Alstons.) 


John and Mary (Clark) Alston had, amon; their children, a@ son Josep) 
John Alston, who is said to have marricd as his first wife one Eliza- 
beth Chancy, daughter of William Chancy and wife Deborah, daughter of 
Jeremiah Symons, all Quakers of Pasquotank Co., Ne. C. The wife of 
Joseph John Alston may well have been named Blizabeth Chancy, Chanccy, 
or Chauncey; but she definitely was not the Elirvabeth who was daughter 
of William and Deborah (Symons) Chancy of Pasquotank Co., Ne Ce Again, 
the name of Elizabeth Chancy or Chauncey is based solely upon tradition. 
And again, Groves, .or whoever did his genealogical research here in 

N. C. records, latched upon data without following through to cither 
prove or disprove his contentions. 


The records of Pasquotank Monthly Meeting (Quaker), Pasquotank Co., 

N. C., show that William Chancey marricd in 1700 (left at liberty to 
marry on 2 of 11 Mo. 1700) to Deborah Simons (Symons), and their first 
child was a daughter Elizabeth who was born 2 of 10 Mo. 1701. (Iin- 
shaw, Vol. I, PP. 97, 134, 135) At Pasquotank Meeting House, on 9 of 
1 Mo. 1725/6, Nathaniel Sutton of Perquimans County, married Elizabeth 
Chancey, of Pasquotank County. Among the witneeses to the marriage 
were: Wm Chancey, Jere Symons, Daniel Chancey, Zachariah Chancey, John 
Symons, Wm Chancey (from original Quaker records at Guilford College). 


Parentage of this Elizabeth Chancey was not .given in her marriage record, 
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but that she was daughter of William and Deborah (Symons) Chanccy, is 
proven by the wills of her brother and father. Will of Wm Chancy Jiri, 
dated and probated 1736, Pasquotank Co., Ne C. (Grimes, Pe 68) named, 
among others, father William Chancy, sister Elizabeth Sutton, cousins 
(nieces & nephews) Joseph Sutton, Deborah Sutton. William Chancey (Sre) 
left a will dated 1746 and probated 1749, Pasquotank Co., Ne C. (Grimes, 
pe 69), in which he named, among others, grandchildren: Joseph Sutton 
and Deborah Sutton, Elizabeth (Chancy or Chancey) Sutton, widow of 
Nathaniel Sutton, and daughter of Wm & Deborah (Symons) Chancey, dicd 
in 1733, intestate, with Wm Chancey Jre as the administrator of her 
estate (Administration Bonds, Archives, Bile No. SS17). All of which 
is sufficient proof that Blizabeth, wife of Joseph John Alston, was 
not identical with Blizabeth, daughter of William \ Deborah (Symons) 
Chancy or Chanccye Recall that the tradition is that Blizabeth Chian- 
cey, wife of Joseph John Alston, was “of Virginia." Gideon Alston, 
grandson of Joseph John & Elizabeth (Chancey) Alston, named a daughter 
Elizabeth Chauncey Alston. Gideon also had a grandson named Gideon 
Chauncey Bobbitt. I have been unable to tie Elizabeth (Chancey ot 
Chauncey) Alston in with the Chancy or Chancey family of Pasquotank 
Co., Ne. C., and doubt if there is any connection.

mons, and Jeremiah Symons, as adequately proven by the data on the 
foregoing pages. And finally, the wife of Col. Philip Aiston was not. 
"Mary Drew Temple," as given by Groves, but was Temperance, daughter 

of Drew Smith (as proven by Halifax Co., N. C., Deed Book 17, page 278) .

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The Alston family is an illustrous one; in colonial times, 
prominent in government and military affairs, They were large 
land and slave owners. Much information has been published on 
them in Dr. Groves book Alstons & Allstons of NC & SC, 
Wheelers History of NC,NC Colonial Records, Boddie's 17th Cent. 
Isle of Wight Co, Va, History of Moore Co. NC by Rassie Wicker 
and The Alston - Williams - Boddie - Hilliard Society and.more 
recently The Official. History of Elbert Co, Ga by John 4d. 
McIntosh, with the Alston-Wilcox lineage by Edna Arnold, 
Genealogist(Fellow I.A.G.). Phillip Alston was more or less 
sluffed over in these publications, probably because of his 
reputation, They all show him married to Mary Drew Temple which 
is in error. 


My problem deals with Phillip Alston and proving Temperance 
Alston, who married Benjamin Mitchell Griffin, as his daughter. 
Phillip*Alston was b c 1740 in Halifax Co.NC to Joseph soba” 
Alston and his first wife Elizabeth Chancy. 


Joseph J. histon, son of John“Alston and Mary Clark daughter of 
John Clark; was born c 1702 and died 1781 in Halifax Co.NC. He 
waS a Justice of the Peace and a Member of the Assembly. His 
Will written 5 Jan 1780, proved 1 Aug Court Halifax Co.NC 1781 
reflects his large land and slave holdings. He names all of his 
children and some of his grandchildren. The will is six pages 
long, devising his property to his descendants.* Children by his 
first wife, Elizabeth Chancy:

Phillip“Alston, 2nd son of Jos. John Alston grew up in Halifax 

Co. NC and m. Temperance Smith daughter of Drew Smith of Scotland 
Neck, Halifax Co.NC. Drew Smith's will dated 22 Feb 1762, probated 
Mar. 1762, Halifax Co, in which he devises Slaves and land to his 
Wife Elizabeth and four daughters: Priscilla, Millea, Temperance 
and Ann, It is entailed with clause "and heirs of their body 
legally begotten..." He names his brothers-in-law Arthur and William 
Bryant Executors. The will was barely a few weeks old when 
probated. No husbands for the four daughters are named, so it must 
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have been after Mar. 1762, that the daughters married. 


The Smiths were members of the Church of England but no marriage 
records have been found. Phillip Alston was a professed atheist 
having proclaimed there was no God, Scriptures were set forth as 
scarecrow to children. Later in life he nad refused permission for 
Temperance to have Prayer Meetings in their home even when he was 
away. I have not found a Marriage Bond for them either, 


The first official records I find 6n Phillip Alston are in Ga. In 
Colonial Records of State of Ga Vol.IX p. 392: Aug.1765, Read 
petition of Philip Alston setting forth he had been 3 years in 
Province had no land granted, having a wife and 5 negros. Praying 
for 150 acres Savannah River place called Boggy Gut, St.Paul's 
Par. 

Pp. 651: Oct 1766. Read petition of Phillip Alston setting forth 
that he had been several years in the Province from NC. Had 250 
acres and desirous of additional tract having wife and 9 negros, 
There were 4 Phillip Alstons in NC in this time period. Phillin, 
son of Solomon and Ann Hinton. This Phillip moved to Natchez Dist. 
He also appears in W.Fla. records as a Loyalist. Phillip Alston, 
brother of Jos. John Alston lived and died in Warren Co. NC. He had 
2 sons named Phillip, one died young and Phillip G. Alston b 1762 
would be too young. This leaves Phillip son of Jos. John Alston. 
Phillip states he was 3 years in the Province in 1765, which gives 
us 1762, the year Temperance Smith Alston's father Drew Smith died 
LY Halifax Co.NCc, If we are correct in saying Phillip was born c 
1740 he would then be 22 years old. His father stated in his will 
he had previously given Phillip slaves. It was the usual practice 
to give land and or slaves to children as they reached their 
majority and or married. And here we find Phillip with a wife and 
Slaves petitioning for land in Georgia. This widens the search for 


record of their marriage by two states! 


In @arly 17705 Phillip moves to Cumberland Co.NC. On Oct 15, 1772 
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George Blair and Samuel Johnston sell Philip Alston 4,00 actes. pica 

land in Horse Shoe Bend of Deep River. Alston had previously bougnt 

220 acres adjoining this land and by 1777 owned 6936, as shown on 

Cumberland Co, list of taxables for 1777. In 1789 & 1790 he sold 


tracts south of Horse Shoe Bend to his son James. 


The house he built in the Horseshoe still stands and is a NC 
Historic Site. The House is typical 18th Cen. plantation house with 
large chimneys on each side and central hall plan, with second 
story. Good detail on doorways and some interior woodwork. Splendid 
fireplaces, It still bears the scars of large bullet holes around 
doors and some of the windows from the skirmish with Col. David 
Fanning during his seige, 


Phillipd Alston seemed to thrive on controversy and turmoil. There 


are many entries in NC Colonial Records pertaining to him: 


In Vol. XXI on the "Account of Balances due from individuals to 
State of NC in Books of Comptrollers' Office: Phillip Alston, 
Judgment L 142 13 4, 


In Vol. IX for Feb. 1773, James Ranson Jr was sent as Sgt-at-arms 
of the House to apprehend Philip Alston, Gunsmith, who was 
Suspected of counterfeiting Debenture Bills of this Province. 


In Apr 1776 the Congress resolved itself into a committee of the 
whole to take into consideration the state and arrangement of 
Militia in this province. For Cumberland Co: Alexander McAlister, 
Col., Ebenezer Fulsom, Lt Col. David Smith lst Majr, Philip alston 
2nd Mjr, were appointed, 


Fights between neighbors whose loyalties were Opposing occured 
frequently in this area and were vicious and bloody. There were a 
lot of personal vendettas too. 

Alston filed a petition stating he had been greatly injured by the 
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Tories, particularly Capt. Muse and prayed relief for loss ‘of a 


horse, mare and guns. 


In April 1776 Phillip was made lst Mjr. and elected Justice of 
Peace for his County. Phillip Alston, Robert Rowan, William Rand 
and Robert Cobb were four members for Cumberland County to take 
their seats in Congress on Tues. Nov 19, 1776. He was given leave 
of absence Wed. Dec 4 1776 from sitting of congress to serve on a 
commission to hear grievances of Militia on wages and lack of 
rations against Col. Folsume. By the end of 1776 he was appointed 
Commissioner with Robert Rowan, Jeduthan Harpe in charge of iron 
works and started negotiations for purchase of same from John 
Wilcox(future father-in-law of James Alston) and William England, 
with a blast furnace for casting cannon balls and such other 
castings the committee find necessary. They reported a large body 
of rich ore pit coal and hearth stone within 8 or 10 miles of the 
furnace, 


Robert Rowan wrote a letter from Cross Creek, Cumberland Co NC in 
Sep 1777(Pub. in NC Col. Records Vol XI) complaining about the evil 
conduct of Militia Officers and Justices. He was particularly 
offended at Connor Dowd being taken prisoner by Mr Alston and 
charged with treasonable practices. Knowing Alston's position well, 
he was afraid there was perhaps some private pique or resentment in 
the case, or the crime must be great indeed on being informed that 
bail was denied him. Mr Alston would not tell him of any 
particulars but if upon examination the Justices should discharge 
him, he would then on his own authority put him in close jail and 
not give bail for 100,000 L. "If he did this, I told him, he would 
behave like a tyrant," which threw him into a violent passion. 

"At the trial at Wilmington it plainly appeared that personal 
resentment and malice governed the conduct of Mr Alston during the 
whole prosecution, The day of the General Muster he behaved still 
more like a tyrant, tendering the oath to people under arms, 


threatening all those with immediate imprisonment that refused or 
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‘not able to give security. He appointed a man as Captain who has 


hid himself in time of danger without giving us the liberty to 
choose our own Captain. They have marked me as a Tory and all my 
friends. Mr Alston seems to rule them all, and a greater tyrant is 
not upon earth according to his power and it is much to be 
lamented, that about two or three years ago, no gentleman that had 
the least regard for his character would have kept this hectoring, 
domineering person company." 


In 1778 Phillip Alston is appointed Lt.Col. Cumberland Co. and at 
this time Phillip was granted a leave of absence from the General 
Assembly to go on active duty with the Militia. 


General John Ashe wrote a letter to Gov. Caswell from Camp, 
Zubley's Ferry(Ga, Savannah River) 17 Mar 1779, describing their 
march from Charleston to Purisburg to Augusta and the Battle of 
Briar Ceek, on the Savannah River, with the British Army. He 
reports that Col Alston and two Captains were taken prisoner, 


In Delamars Revolutionary War Pension Abstracts it is stated that 
Col. Alston was put on board a British prison ship for a 
considerable time. He and another prisoner made their escape and 
swam ashore, They found a sheep mired down in the swamp and ate 
part Of 1. 


In Sep 1780 a letter was written to Gov. Nash by Robert Cochran and 
Edward Winslow stating that "by the removal of Col. Phillip Alston 
to a considerable distance from Cumberland Co, and the resignation 
of Lt.Col. Matthews the Office of Col. and LtCol. of the Militia 
were vacant and at this critical period there was need to nominate 
two gentlemen to fill the offices during their absence," Major 


James Emmitt was appointed Col, with him to approve a LtCol, 


The Alfred Moore Chapter DAR unveiled a marker at House in the 


Horseshoe on Deep River, commemorating the skirmish on July 29, 
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1781 between Militia under Col. Philip Alston and Tories under-Col. 
David Fanning. Assoc, Justice W.J. Adams of Supreme Court was 
Speaker and related: 


"Philip Alston had called his militiamen to active duty to meet at 
his house, About 16 had gathered when Col. Fanning appeared with 
100 men and laid seige, having learned of the meeting. A British 
Officer was with Fanning and was determined to charge the house 


instead of the sniper firing which was underway. He mounted the 


‘fence behind which some of Fanning's men had taken refuge, and 


ordered a charge. He was killed by a single shot fired from the 


house. This ended any thought of a charge, 


The house was well supplied with food and ammunition since Alston 
was Comm. of Ironworks and Gunsmith. There were several slaves 
present, Mrs Alston with her young children as well as the 
Militiamen. Other men were expected at any time and Fanning was 
getting desperate. Mrs Alston had put a table in one of tne 
fireplaces and had placed several of her children on it, with a 
slave girl to watch over them, for protection from the flying 
bullets. 


Col. Fanning ordered his men to load a wagon with hay and they were 
maneuvering it toward the house with intent to fire it when Mrs 
Alston emerged from the house carrying a white flag of truce, to 
arrange surrender and requesting free passage for all persons 
inside and a promise to spare the house. Col. Fanning was so 
impressed by her courage and bearing that he gave his word." 
Although the house was spared, the contentS were ransacked, 
mattresses split open, desks and cabinets emptied, personal effects 
scattered and stolen. Whether looking for money, papers of military 
nature or malicious mischief is not known. Col.Alston was placed 
under house arrest. 
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In a letter written from Chatham Co. NC Courthouse to Brig. Gen, 
Butler from Mjr. Roger Griffith on 2 Mar 1782 he states the opinion 
of the people in general is that Col. Fanning, Loyalist, is gaining 
ground fast. "A Cpt. Walker was at Col. Alston's and sys he nas a 
Commission and fresh orders to swear all he can capture at a 
moment's warning; in case of refusal, nothing but instant death. 
Indeed they are not satisfied with the lives of men but fall to 
cutting and barbarously murdering women. We are destitute of both 
arms and ammunition, Unless a formidable body of troops is 
stationed in the upper part of this County for sometime they will 
be the strongest party. If they have not a British Post to drag 
down prisoners and put them in prison they seemed determined to 
take a shorted method of putting them out of the way." 


"I am in hopes you will consider our alarming situation and hope 
something will immediately be done for speedy suppression of these 
lawless villians." 


The other side of the coin is given in a letter written to Gov. 
Burke by Gen.Ramsey and others from Camp at McFall's Mill, Raft 
Swamp 22 Jul. 1781 "Sir; on Tues. last we were captured at Chatham 
Courthouse by a party under command of Col. David Fanning, which 
party we found consisted of persons who complained of greatest 
cruelties, either to their persons or property, some had been 
unlawfully drafted, others had been whipped and ill-treated, 
Without trial; others had their houses burned and all their 
property plundered and barbarous and cruel murders had been 
committed in their neighborhoods. The Officer they complain of are, 
Mjr.Neal, Capt. Robertson of Bladen, Capt. Crump, Col. Wade and 
Phil.Alston, the latter a day or two ago a few miles in our rear 
took a man on the road and put him to instant death, which has 
incensed the Highlanders. We expect to be delivered to Mjr. Craig 
at Wilmington in two or three days. All we ask is that the 
perpetrators of such horrid deeds may be brought to tryall, that 
Prisoners may be well treated in future." 
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According to laws of NC - 1784 an act was passed for divi@ing 


Cumberland Co. into two distinct counties. Article IV of this 
enactment appointed Philip Alston and four others to act as 
Commissioners and were empowered for erecting and building a 
Courthouse, prison and stocks for use of said County of Moore, 


In Feb, 1785 Philip Alston is elected to State Senate and names 
George Glassock as Clerk of Court until James Alston (his Son) is 
of age to serve. 


While on active duty Philip Alston took as prisoner, Thomas Taylor, 
a Tory. On the way into town the prisoner is killed. Citizens of 
the County called for an investigation. The following account is 
given in NC State Records: "From the testimony of John Carrol, Esq, 
and Mr John Kendrick, taken on oath before you Commission, i 
appears that Thomas Taylor had long been and continued to be an 
Enemy to this State, and was actually guilty of misprision of 
Treason for a few minutes before, if not at the very instant he 
fell in the rencounter with Col. Philip Alston, That the said 
Alston then commanded a Corps of Militia in the service of this 
State for the express purpose of sSuppresSing the Tories, the 
situation of the County, (Gen, Greene being at that time under the 
necessity of retreating before the British Army) and every 
circumstance considered Your Committee are of opinion that 
Col.Philip Alston should not be brought to tryal on account of the 
death of Thomas Taylor and they beg leave to suggest that 
recommendation from the Honbl. General Assembly to his Excellency 
the governor to-issue a pardon to the said Col. Alston would be the 
best method to close the enquiry.

Dissentient filed by John Hay, A.Maclaine, Hu.Williamson, Enoch

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Friday Dec.l1 1786 Your Committee to whom was referred the Memorial 
of Henry Lightfoot, Esq, after duly considering the matter and 
things contained therein, and also of the allegations set forth in 
the Deposition of George Glascock, and after hearing the 
representation of Capt. Coxe, a member of the present Gen. 
Assembly, find that Mr Philip Alston stands indicted at the 
Superior Court of the District of Wilmington for Murder, and that 
he is now bound by his securities to appear at the ensuing term, 
that the election or statement of the Poll stands as represented in 
the Memorial aforesaid. It also appears to your Committee by the 
affidavit of George Glascock, that the said Alston did make use of 
Sundry threats that if Henry Lightfoot aforesaid should be elected 
in preference to him, he would raise a riot, but your Committee do 
not find that any was raised. It further appears to your Committee 
that the said Philip Alston hath frequently declared that he 
believed there was no God, and that the Scriptures were set forth 
as a Scare-Crow to children, and that he endeavored to corrupt the 
conductors of the elections. This your Committee have thought 
proper to state, and leave it to the honorable House to determine 
thereon, Isaac Gregory, Chn, 


The House taking the foregoing report into consideration, Resolved, 
that Mr Philip Alston was not eligible to a seat in the Gen. 
Assembly at the time of his election, that his seat therefore be 
vacated, and that a writ of election issue to the county of Moore 
for the electing some person properly qualified so sit and vote in 
the House, and such election be held on Friday and Saturday the 
L5th & 16th days of Dec. 

In 1785 George Glascock as Clerk of Court wrote into Moore County 
Minutes of the "abusive treatment by Philip alston as he sat as 
Justice". 


In 1786 James Alston (son of Philip) is named Clerk of Court Moore 
CO. 
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In 1787 George Glascock runs against Alston for Senate but’is 


defeated, 


In Aug. 1787 Philip has a party and invites his neighbors. While 
festivities are under way, he sends his slave Dave to murder George 
Glascock, 


Dave is apprehended and Alston puts up bond, Dave escapes and 


Alston forfeits bond. Phillip is arrested and taken to jail in 
Wilmington. 


It must have been about this time that Phillip and Temperance sell 
the house on Horse Shoe Bend. The deed is not recorded however, 
until 1791 Minute Book A Moore Co, NC. The same date James Alston 
qualified as Administrator of Phillip Alston's Estate. When the 
deed waS signed was not recorded. Note: Moore Co.was cut out of 
Cumberland Co, in 1784. The Court House burned in 1889. Only some 
of the Minute Books exist. 


On 29 Apr. 1789 Philip Alston sells the property in Halifax Co.NC 
left to Temperance in her father's (Drew Smith) will, to Ashel 
Brunson, Temperance must have died about this time since she did 
not sign with him. The property is entailed, 


Halifax Co Bk 17 1784 -1796 Real Estate Conveyances p. 278 has this 
entry: Know all men by these presents that I James Alston of Moore 
Co.NC being the eldest son and heir of Philip Alston & Temperance 

Alston his wife, for a consideration of five shillings sterling 
money and for sundry other good causes and motions which moved me 
thereunto. Have remitted, released and forever quit claim, unto 
Ashael Brunson of Halifax Co. & State aforesaid all manner of 
right, claim, title, interest and demand whatsoever which I 
heretofore had and ever have or might or should have to any part of 
a tract or parcel of land, lying in Halifax Co & said state, on the 
south side of Roanoak River (near to Scotland Neck) which said land 
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intermarried whith the above Phillip Alston said land since 
conveyed by the said Phillip Alston unto Asahel Brunson by deed 
bearing date the 29 April 1789 and now in the possession of said 
Asahel Brunson & the said James Alston do for myself & heirs 
relinquish unto the said Asahel Brunson his heirs executors 
administrators etc forever the above mentioned land and premises

In Miscellaneous Ancient Records of Moore Co.,NC by Rassie E, 
Wicker on page 451: Following his escape from the Wilmington jail 
in November, 1790, Philip Alston did not again appear in Moore or 
Cumberland counties, (Phillip Alston had been arrested in 
connection with the murder of George Glascock, by his slave Dave 
and Dave's disappearance). In Nov. 1791 his eldest son, James, 


qualified as Administrator of his estate. 


Two documents from the Georgia State Archives, the contents of 


which resolves the question of the fate of this man: 


Letter from Jared Irwin and John Watts dated October 28, 1791 at 
Washington Co., Ga, addressed to Edward Telfair, Gov.: 

Sir; We just received a letter from Capt. Benj. Harrison who lives 
on the Oconey River below the mouth of Buckeye informing us that 
this morning about Brake of day Col. Alston who lived near him was 
killed by a gun that was fired through the house as he lay in bed 
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though know person was discovered to do it, The Capt. is of the 
Oppinion that it was some white person that nad ill against Alston.

The following account was given in a weekly column written by 
Joel Perry for the Early Co. News of Blakely, Ga, covering the 
years 1817-67. In 1829, as a young Methodist Minister Mahion 
Bedell was sent as a circuit preacher to Early Co.Ga. In 1833 he 
was sent back, probably upon application of the people of the 
circuit. During this year he married and settled near the road 
leading to Ft. Gaines. He was a man overflowing with good humor 
and a great lover of a good joke. He seems to have been engaged 
in a viriety of businesses. A young runaway couple seeking to 
get married came to the Ferry at Newton and called the ferryman. 
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Bedell went and put them across the river and while doing so the 
young man inquired for a blacksmith to have some repairs made 
upon his buggy. Bedell replied, "I am the blacksmith, and will 
repair it." the young man next inquired for a hotel to stop at. 
Bedell replied, "Come with me, I keep the hotel and will 
entertain you." He next inquired for the Clerk of the Court of 
Ordinary in order to procure a marriage license. Bedell replied 
"I am the Clerk and can grant your license." He finally inquired 
for a minister to perform the marriage ceremony. Bedell again 
replied, "I am a minister and will perform the ceremony for 
you. "Well, Sir," said the man, "You are the greatest man I ever 
met with. <I expected to have to call on four or five men at 
least, and I find you discharging the duties of all of them, 


Mahlon Bedell m 2. Jane King 24 Nov 1846. 3. Eliza Hammock 
Moncrief, widow, 1 June 1856. After Linney's death a friend 


noted that the "great good Humor" was gone. 


In researching the old Washington County Ga. Surveyor's Plat 
Books, I found not only Benjamin Mitchell Griffin and Mitchell 
Griffin as chain carriers. I also found Survey Plats for John 
and William Thompson, Bondsman and witness on Ben.J. Griffin's 
Marriage Bond, seven different Griffins from Craven and 
Edgecombe Counties, NC, Mitchells, Hawkins, Harris, and most 
interesting of all: Glascocks, Kellys, Taylors and Blacks!. The 
only records in Washington Co.Ga. prior to 1865 are these four 
Surveyor Plat Books dating from 1784 to 1793. 


Phillip Alston does not appear in these original grants but from 
the men who, as his neighbors, reported his last evening and his 
death to the Governor his property is pinpointed on the Oconee 
River at Buckeye Creek, There is a group of islands in the 
Oconee River in this area named Upper Sister, Second Sister and 
White Oak Island, originally granted to Charnel Wallace, I 
believe Phillip bought them between 1787-90. 
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In searching the Records in neighboring Montgomery Co. Ga. (which 


waS cut out of Washington Co in 1793) I found the following:

Now for some geography of Georgia: 

The Oconee River divides Washington County on the north and 
Wilkinson County on the south, The next county below Washington is 
Johnson, Between the town of Oconee on Rd. 272 near the Oconee 
River and south of Dublin,Ga. on US 441 - just a mile from the 
Oconee River, a distance of 20 miles is the area where the 
following creeks are located: starting near the town of Oconee on 
the Oconee River is Buffalo Creek.

To summarize this: Phillip Alston was a complex man dedicated to 
the American Cause, Some of his neighbors were loyal to the Crown. 
the fighting in that area of NC was on a personal level, sudden 
and violent. He took the lives of two men while in charge of his 
Militia Unit on Active Duty. He had been unseated in Legislature 
as unfit to serve because of this and his religious beliefs or 
lack of them. 


He was a fugitive from justice for the death of George Glascock. 
His wife had died, probably of a broken heart and Spirit. 


He had been in Georgia and fought in the Battle of Briar Creek. He 
knew Georgia was giving land to Revolutionary Soldiers and 
Settlers, It was a wilderness frontier; a safe distance from NC, 
a place where he could get lost. 


The Washington Co. Ga. Court House was burned not once but twice, 
The Surveyor's Land Plat Books A,C,D,E 1784 to 1793 are the only 
Surviving records until 1865. (I think Book B is absorbed in A&C 
There are some pages missing but no big date gaps.) I have xeroxed 
all 4 books. There were no grants to any Alstons, but many of his 
neighbors and comrades in arms are shown, ‘The area in which he 
lived on the Oconee River at or near Buckeye Creek fell into 
Montgomery Co. which was created in 1793. 


The time gap from Phillip Alston's death until the above legal 
transactions causes problems. Earlier records in Washington Co. 


are lost. 


His brother-in-law, James Meroney is shown in nearby Wilkes Co. in 
the 1790 Census. He brought suit against the estate of Phillip 
Alston and James Wood as Administrator. Property belonging to the

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estate was sold at public auction to satisfy claims against the 
estate, In order to protect tne interests of the children the 
heirs of Phillip Alston, James Wood as Administrator of the estate 
bought the land as highest bidder at the Sheriff's Auction, 
I believe James Alston was made Administrator of the Estate in 


place of James Wood when he moved to Ga. from NC. 


Montgomery Co. Court House was never burned but when I looked for 
other information on the suit and the administration of this 
estate the Clerk of the Court pointed to bundles of Docket packets 
piled on top of the high bookcases in the old room and said, 
"Well, they are probably up there somewhere. I've been trying to 
get the College to send someone down here to sort them out and 
record them!" 


Search in Hancock Co, was no help. The records are not kept in 
order. The rule seems to be to enter any instrument in whatever 
book is handy at the moment. 


I believe Temperance S. Alston who married Benjamin Mitchell 
Griffin in Chatham Co NC in 1796 to be a Daughter of Phillip 


Alston and Temperance Smith Alston, and sister of James Alston. 


Phillip Alston was murdered about the time land grants were made 
in Washington Co, to Glasscocks, Blacks and Taylors. It would be 
interesting to speculate on the possible connections of these 
events.

On a recent trip to Montgomery Co. Ga I searched through some of 
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33 
the loose documents and found 4 pages of testimony, no date and 


last pages missing. It was part of an Ejectment by Thomas E. 
Blackshear against Philogus H. Loud concerning ownership of the 
Sister Islands in the Oconee River. The following paragraph sheds 
additional light on this: 


To the fourth interogating he (Moses Daniel, son of Aaron) 
answered, Edward Blackshear did own and cultivate said Islands. 
The Upper Island Edward Blackshear bought from myself and two 
Sisters. For my Father and for myself and Sisters I cultivated 
Said Upper Island for the period of six years or probably eight 
and after we sold it to Mr, Blackshear he cultivated said islands 
some tnree or four years. The Second Island Edward Blackshear 
bought I think from James Alston and he thinks also that Mr Alston 
and his family cultivated and possessed said Island for about six 
Or eight years before the sale and then Mr Edward Blackshear 
cultivated said Second Island about five or six years afterwards, 
I think Blackshear went into possession of said Island between the 
years 1803 and 1806. and I think Blackshear cultivated both of the 
Islands in the Year 1810. and I think also that my father bought 
the Upper Island from Mr. Alston. 


This helps establish the time the Alston children came to Georgia. 


Through the Jack Ladson Genealogical & Historical Library 
Foundation and a group of concerned citizens of the area we have 
formed a Committee For Preservation of Records. They presented a 
plan to the Montgomery Co.,Ga County Commissioners at their last 
meeting (Nov 5, 1985) and it was unanimously approved.

Edward Griffith, the first owner, was secretury to Governor Gabriel Johnston at the 
tine of the entry.* The conveyance to Johnston is not of record. The words employed 
by the Governor in his will suggests the possibility that he merely used his secretary's 
name in order to avoid issuing a grant to himself, and that no deed was executed. 

Gabriel Johnston died in 1752, and in his will devised "7000 acres of land on Deep 
River, in Bladen County which I hold under the name of Edward Griffith" to John and 
Samuel Johnston, sons of the Governor's brother, John Johnston.? 

Samuel was a young attorney of Edenton, who later became Governor of the state. In 


1763 he conveyed his half-interest in the plantation to his brother-in-law George Blair,

Thomas Harding Perkins, apparently a man of considerable means, was a resident of 
Orange county in the year 1790, 18 and appeared in the hioore county records for the first 
time in the year 1791 when he was listed as a member of Pansophia liasonic ioaee. Gover- 
nor Williams stated that he and his white family and sixty or seventy negroes lived on 
the Alston place seven years .2° He was made a Justice of the Peace for isoore county 
in 1792, and represented the county in the House of Commons in 1794. He apparently 
left the county soon after he sold the place to Governor Williams. 

The exact date of the sale to the Governor js not known except that it was during 
the year 1798.22 Governor Williams was preparing to farm it as early as the spring 
of 1801, when he secured seed from General H. W. Harrington of Richmond county, for 
planting a crop of cotton; doubtless the first grown in this ngion Williams was 
influenced in coming to this then remote section of the state, he says, by the wish to 
bring up his son in rural surroundings, away from the temptations of the city (he was 
then residing in Raleigh.) Although high in his praise of the climate and the fer- 
tility of the soil, his opinion of his neighbors was not so flattering. He describes 
them as "ordinary," and though trying to impress a prospective buyer with the desirabili- 
ty of his property, warns him that he need not expect to find any "Social life" in the 
pegion.— 

It appears that at least during the early years of its possession, the governor 
was but infrequently at "Retreat," maintaining it only as a farm to which he and his 
family paid an occasional visit. Later he made it his home, and became a bona fide

Montgomery Country Site 


The first court was held at Williaa: Neal’s house near the 
present town of Swainstoro. He was a prominent citizen and 
a large landowner. ‘The first permanent site was Arthur 
Lott's plantation on the Ohoapec River somewnere near 
Reidsvilly. Lott was the first tax collector for the county and 
also a large landowner. As the story goes, Lott later sold his 
holdings and siarted with hus tomily to the Mississippi 
territory. Near where Columbus, Georgia, is now ioculeu, 
they encountered a group of Red Stick Indians, and Arthur 
Lott was killed. However, jus family continued on to 
Mississipp:. 

In 1301 when Tattnal! County was cut from Montponiery 
Couniy, the site near Reidsvitic became part of the new 
county, Tattnall. A new site near Ebenezer Church about 
three miles from Covena was selected, and public buiidingss 
were erected. 

However, in 1812 when Emanuci County was created, (iis 
site near Covena became part of manuel County. Court was 
.—then held at James Aiston’s house near the preseni town of 
Mouat Vernon. Act Number 33) passea by the Georgia 
Legisiature on November 40, i815, ciated that the perimanent 
site of the public buildsngs in the county of Monteomery be 
Known and called by the name “Meunt Vernon.”

‘Two years now I have been a residenter in Georgia - nave 
eceasisnally been almost in all parts of tne State and can 
assure you it deserves a much better name, in many 
respects, than it generally bears in) Pennsylvania. It 
certainly hath many advantages of which the northern states 
canao., nor never could boast. 

‘The ease with which the soil is cultivated and the mildness 
of the winters are very considerable advantages. 

The farmers in this country seldom think of putting more 
thun one horse in the plough. And thal frequent!y a smal 
Tocky, as they call them, that may be had here for about 
twenty dotlars, and with this Tacky and a little plough that a 
boy of ten years old can take va his back and carry to any 
part of che plantation }.2 pleases. A mai may tend as much 
gcound, and do it 2s well, 4s he could in Pennsylvania with 
uvo or three able bodied horses. I ain fully of the opinion uiat 
itdon’tcost the Georgians more than half, or perhaps a third, 
of ine lebour or expense, that it does the Pennsylvanians to 
raise the same quantity of grain. 

Besides, au man’s stock of horses, cows, hogs, etc., instead 
of requiring half his summers work to keep them alive 
throuph the winter, live rere aliogeiher in the woods and cost 
aim nothing. And where the country is not too thickly are fat 
all the year, but especially in the fail and the begining of 
writer. So thai when man wants to lay up nis winter becf, ne 
has ont oo side into ite woods and deive home one, two, ur 
dive as he chooses from a gang ot six, eight. or ten hundred, 
sad he wil have as good meat os the geeater part of stall fed 
beef in Pennsylvania.
